I am not at all angry with him for being my Ape in ufing my wordis in his Bill; I can- 
not fav that I doe or can make it better than that which is made at Mountpcller^ but 
onely ' I make it cheaper and exadrly even with it t and indeed fo Hiould yix. Hmmond 
by right ; but he mud dudy Chymjcal Pharmacy . 7 years more, and then he will un- 
derdand the nature of Salts better : he may as weil. fay he loads ;t w ith . Rats-I ane : but 
if a little of any kind of Gum be- dilTolved in Spirit of Wine put iiTto a littk Water it 
"Will make the Water white ; fo let not this whitenefs be any more a true fign. And an 
ordinary courfe Spirit may be raifed both from Moloflusand from Wafli, or dregs of Beer 
or Ale, which will burn all dry ; neverthelefs this is no true Spirit of Wine though it be 
fo called : fo thefe two figns are not wortJi taking notice of,

• For Wbutids itiaGfe with Sword or tlie like drefs them as foonas ever you can, but if 
Hie W(!/uttd te through any part, drefs onely that orifice where the Sword went in, put- 
tliig 5'- i3r -^ d rops in a Colfee-dillTy or the like, of the white Liquor, and with your fingers ^ 
wet in it gently rub over the Wound, and the outfides or edges, and lay over tlie Wound 
a linnen cloth clean wallied from the Sope and Starch ; and if the Wound be tliorough 
Wati ltlife other orifice with a little warm Wliite-wine : obferve to drefs or bathe the 
Wounds thus twice a day for x or 3 days , and then if the Wound be very large where 

the S'v^Otd went in lay over it a little rag fpread over with ^ little BafllicOIl , but fome- 
tiifies the Wound will be well with once drelTing : obferve that when Wounds happen 
toibedeep tliey may prove dangei'ous, fo that fome Bloud being extravafated may cor-

This is called the Kings Hony Water. 

It cleanfeth the Skin from all manner of Morphews , Sun-burns , Freckles, Itchings, 
Chaps, Roughnefs, Rednefs, Swarthinefs and Pimples ; it beautifies and adorns the Skin 
with a lively, frefh and fanguin Complexion. The way ofufing it is, firft, to wipe the 
Skin with a dry linnen cloth, then wet a corner of the fame in a little of this, and walli ot 
wipe the Face, or any part of the Body, and you will immediately find it very refre/h- 
ing, and your Skin foft and fmooth ; if you ufe it thus Morning and Night you will find 
that it \Yi\\ in a Ihort time anfv/cr your expe<iiations. It cleanfeth the Teeth and Gums 
if you put a fpoonfull of it in 3 fpoonfuUs of fair water, and fo rub and wafh the Teeth 
therewith. His Majefly makes ufe of this Water to bathe and rub his Hands, Feet, and 
other parts of liis Body after he hath been at Tennis. It refrellieth and ftrengthejjs all parts

bathed with it ; it hinders Swellings, Pains, or other ill accidents which fometimes hap- 
pen.

This is good againfl any hot or fait Rheum, Blood-fliots , or any gummy fore Fyes. 
It ftrengthens, cools and heals the Eyes of any forenefs whatever. Firft wafh a little bit 
of alinnen rag in z or 3 feveral waters to cleanfe it from the Sope or 6tarcli, then wet a 
corner of it in this Water, and wet (or gently wipe) betwixt your Eye-lids i or 3 times 
in a day, and at night drop one- drop of this Water into one or both your Eves and fo ctq 
tofleep; and by ufmg this Water thus 3 days your Eyes will be perfedly whoTe.
